Publications of the Department of State 


By Hersert Wricut, Professor of International Law, The Catholic University 
of America; Chairman, Committee on Publications of the Department

HE foreign policy of nations in ancient times played a comparatively insignificant role 
| is the life of the nation. It was limited chiefly to an occasional marriage of state or an 

occasional alliance. But with the growth in population and its attendant need for a 
greater abundance of the necessities of life than was immediately available, the importance 
of the foreign relations of a nation increased in proportion. The development of travel and 
safe means of transportation not only increased the desire for articles produced abroad, but 
also played its part in the general advance of civilization which turned luxuries into veritable 
necessities. The advancement of science and invention accentuated this development and made 
each nation of the world a neighbor as well as a customer of every other nation. It did more. 
It paved the way for popular education and political consciousness in the mass of the people, 
so that today the foreign policies of nations are not only inextricably interwoven with the 
domestic policies, but the vast majority of citizens of the nations have a lively and almost 
vested interest in these policies. 

To satisfy this interest on the part of the citizens of the United States in the foreign 
relations of their government, the Department of State some years ago adopted a very liberal 
publication policy—more liberal, I venture to say, than that of any other government in the 
world. There is scarcely a day goes by that the representatives of the daily press do not ply 
the Secretary of State and other officials for information on what the United States is doing 
in the handling of its multifarious relations with other nations. In large measure the informa- 
tion is given to them in the form of press releases. Since October 5, 1929, it has been the 
practice to gather these releases together at the end of each week and print this collection in 
pamphlet form under the title Press Releases (U. S. Supt. of Docs., $2 a year). At the end 
of each six months an index is printed covering the issues in that period which constitute a 
volume. Fifteen complete volumes have appeared and the publication is now in its sixteenth 
volume. Early in 1935 a consolidated index was published covering the first eleven volumes 
(down to December 1934). This is an inexpensive and accurate way of keeping abreast of 
the negotiations of the reciprocal trade agreements, the reports of the National Munitions 
Control Board, the changes in the Foreign Service, the participation in international confer- 
ences, and all similar matters. For instance, one could almost write a history of the civil war 
in Spain by following the Press Releases. University and public libraries as well as individuals 
would do well to subscribe to this publication and te bind the volumes as completed. 

Another publication, which supplements Press Releases, is the monthly Treaty Information 
Bulletin (U. S. Supt. of Docs., $1 a year). This publication gives complete available informa- 
tion concerning all bilateral and multilateral treaties in force or signed by the United States 
with other countries, as well as summaries of regulations and judicial decisions interpreting 
treaty provisions rendered by State and Federal courts and other important national and 
international tribunals. This likewise should be received regularly by university libraries 
and the public libraries of at least the larger and more progressive cities. 
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The liberal publication policy of the Department of State is best exemplified, however, by 
the Papers Relating to the Foreign Relations of the United States, popularly called by the 
short title, Foreign Relations (U. S. Supt. of Docs., $1 to $2, cloth). These volumes, which 
have been appearing at the rate of three volumes a year for the last four or five fiscal years, 
present in a form economical, compact, and easily accessible, the documentary history of the 
foreign relations of the United States. Although this printed record is to be as complete as 
possible, according to the Departmental Order of March 26, 1925, omissions of the follow- 
ing kind are recognized as legitimate and necessary : 


(a) Matters which if published at the time would tend to embarrass negotiations or other 
business ; 

(b) To condense the record and avoid needless details ; 

(c) To preserve the confidence reposed in the Department by other governments and by 
individuals ; 

(d) To avoid needless offense to other nationalities or individuals by excising invidious 
comments not relevant or essential to the subject; and, 

(e) To suppress personal opinions presented in despatches and not adopted by the Depart- 
ment. To this there is one qualification, namely, that in major decisions it is desirable, 
where possible, to show the choices presented to the Department when the decision was made. 
On the other hand, there must be no alteration of the text, no deletions without indicating 
the place in the text where the deletion is made, and no omission of facts which were of 
major importance in reaching a decision. Nothing should be omitted with a view to con- 
cealing or glossing over what might be regarded by some as a defect of a policy. 


Since there are many pending negotiations the successful completion of which would be 
embarrassed if not actually prevented by the premature publication of the relevant documents, 
and since the rules of diplomatic custom require the permission of a foreign government 
before its communications may be published, it is difficult to obtain the necessary consents 
from foreign governments for documents which are less than fifteen years old. The Depart- 
ment of State, however, is making every effort to convince foreign governments of the value 
of narrowing the gap between the event and its authorized publication. This policy, I say, 
is extremely liberal, for there is scarcely any government and certainly no government of a 
major state which is willing to issue comprehensive diplomatic publications of such com- 
paratively recent date. The successful carrying out of this liberal publication policy has been 
due in large measure to the wise and energetic efforts of Dr. Cyril Wynne, Chief of the 
Division of Research and Publication. 

Other publications of the Department appear in various series. For instance, in the “Arbi- 
tration Series,” relating to arbitrations in which the United States is a party, there have 
appeared during a period of a year and a half six documents in the I’m Alone Case and two 
volumes in the Salem Claim Case. In the “Conference Series” concerning international con- 
ferences in which the United States has participated there have appeared three publications. 
In the “Treaty Series” no less than thirty treaties were issued in that period and in the 
“Executive Agreement Series” eighteen executive agreements, including the reciprocal trade 
agreements negotiated by Secretary Hull under the Act of Congress approved June 12, 1934. 

In addition, the Department issues a number of miscellaneous publications of interest to the 
general public. A two-volume work on Policy of the United States toward Maritime Com- 
merce in War was very helpful to an understanding of the recent debates prior to the enact- 
ment of neutrality legislation. This legislation, by the way, necessitated the issuance of a 
publication entitled International Traffic in Arms: Laws and Regulations Administered by 
the Secretary of State, Governing the International Traffic in Arms, Munitions and Imple- 
ments of War. There are also publications on Admission of Aliens into the United States 
and The Immigration Work of the Department of State and Its Consular Officers and on 
passports and many other subjects. There is not space here to enumerate all of them, but 
the Department issues a quarterly List of Publications cumulative from October 1, 1929, and 
this may be obtained free by application to the Department. In requesting these publications, 
please mention this article in THE Book.tst, so that we may ascertain the “pulling” power 
of this publication.
